THE HOSPITAL will operate as 
a non-profit corporation under 
the term s of the local Hospital 
law of the state of California and 
will be subject to state and n a­ 
tional regulations in adm inistra­ 
tion. For the present the hospital 
will continue operations w ith the 
sam e staff and methods, th e only 
difference being th a t the district 
will assum e all costs of opera­ 
tion and will do the adm inister­ 
ing under a rigid set of federal 
law s governing th is type of in ­ 
stitution. 
Appointm ent of an adm inis­ 
trator will take place sometime 
after the entrance of the district 
into actual operations. Kirk said 
th at the adm inistrator named 
will be chosen by a m ajority vote 
of the directors and th at th e per­ 
son nam ed "m ust be good.’’ 


LATER ON, a fter title to the 
eight acres is obtained for the 
new building, recently au th o r­ 
ized by the voters, the architec­ 
tu ral firm s of H arry W illiam s 
and of Clark and Frey w ill col­ 
laborate in draw ing up plans for 
the structure. The eight acres 
form part of the present Torney 
holdings and w ill be located Im ­ 
m ediately east of the present 
hospital. 
Construction of the new hos­ 
pital building is dependent upon 
obtaining $40,000 state and fed

Tourist Payroll Outranks 
Proposed Cement Mill and

Earl Coffman, co-owner of 
the Desert Inn, pioneer hostelry 
a r o u n d which the Village 
sprang up, called attention last 
Friday night at the new spaper 
publishers m eeting w ith Des­ 
ert Associates to a significant 
fact w hich scuttles one conten­ 
tion of those advocating u n ­ 
regulated industry. 
Mr, Coffman said th at those 
w ho would allow S. A. Guiber- 
son or an y one else to come 
into the county w ithout regu­ 
lation or control, m ade much 
of the "em ploym ent” issue and 
pushed th e impression that it 
w as a case of providing Jobs or 
a playground for the wealthy. 
He quoted figures revealing 
that, w hen it comes to em ploy­ 
m ent and payrolls, the Desert 
Inn alone disburses a payroll 
which is one-fourth of the most 


optim istic figures quoted by 
Guiberson interests. 
“And we are but one of a 
score of business catering to 
the t o u r i s t trade in Palm 
Springs,” he said. 
Calling attention to the fact 
that the July 26 election w as 
not an atta ck on heavy in d u s­ 
try as such but a w ar on 
uncontrolled and unregulated 
heavy industry, Coffman point­ 
ed out th a t the aggregate con­ 
tribution of Palm Springs, im ­ 
m ediately adjacent to the ce­ 
m ent m ill site, to the taxable 
w ealth of the county w as m uch 
greater th a t th at of the pro­ 
posed cem ent mill. 
And th is did not take into 
consideration the vast agricul­ 
tural developm ent down the 
desert w hich w as growing by 
leaps and bounds and adding 
to the w ealth of the county a l­ 
most daily.

Guiberson interests attorney, had 
rejected the invitation to attend 
because "he saw no useful pur­ 
pose in further debate." 
“We haven’t had any debate 
yet," comm ented Harper. 


THE MEETING w as opened by 
L. C. Lewis. Cathedral City, Des­ 
ert Associates president. He ex­ 
plained th e purpose behind the 
Associates—the orderly develop­ 
m ent and promotion of the en ­ 
tire desert area and said that 
when it w as form ed it had no 
idea of being precipitated into a 
battle such as is being currently 
fought. 
"The Desert Associates were 
organized 
with 
representatives 
from every com m unity and group 
on the desert to promote agri­ 
culture, recreation, controlled in ­ 
dustry, 
highways, 
parks 
and 
other m atters coincidental w ith 
our economy," he said. 
He th en turned the m eeting 
over to Harper, Desert Associ­ 
ates secretary. 


HARPER TRACED the history 
of zoning in the county and re­ 
called th a t the desert area as a 
whole and Palm Springs in p ar­ 
ticular, had been endeavoring to 
establish careful zoning since 
1936. 
He described the present zon­ 
ing plans which gbt under way 
last year w hen the U niversity of 
California r e q u e s t e d a zone 
around its cam pus at Riverside. 
He cited the success of zoning 
in 
all 
other counties in 
the 
southland and declared Riverside 
w as the last to plan com prehen­ 
sive zoning. 


TURNING TO THE p r e s e n t 
controversy, he said that under 
the 
county 
zoning 
ordinance, 
348, Guiberson could have built 
his cem ent plant at its present 
site, w ithout creation of the u n ­ 
regulated and uncontrolled zone, 
by applying for a perm it and 
subm itting to reasonable con-

Due to the untiring efforts of 
Councilm an Florian Boyd and 
City Attorney Roy Colegate, both 
in W ashington for the p ast two 
weeks, a substitute compromise 
w as finally reached In the legis­ 
lation for the A gua C aliente In ­ 
dian reservation of Palm Springs. 
The m easure w as introduced 
in the lower house Friday. 
W orking in m any sessions w ith 
R epresentative 
John 
Phillips, 
author of the original H. R. 4616, 
A ttorney Oliver Clark, counsel 
representing th e Indian Tribal 
council, m em bers of the house 
sub com m ittee in charge of In ­ 
dian affairs, headed by th e Hon. 
Toby Morris of O klahom a, and 
w ith m em bers of the Indian a f­ 
fairs departm ent of the D epart­ 
m ent of Interior the tw o city 
leaders effected a comprom ise 
agreeable to all concerned. 


NOW LISTED as H. R. 5310 the 
substitute is divided into four 
sections, the principal points be­ 
ing listed below: 
Sec. 1: the first proposal is 
for establishing the retention of 
th e lands for th e Indians, -not to 
be sold but to be improved under 
appropriate term ground leases. 
Sec. 2: "no valid and existing 
perm it . . . shall be term inated 
w ithout consent of the perm ittee 
prior to July 31, 1950. 
Sec. 3: on unallotted lands the 
Indians, subject to approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior, m ay 
let for lease portions of (1) Sec­ 
tions 26 and 35 for purposes of 
developm ent 
an d 
m aintenance 
of a golf course and country 
club, (2) portions of Section 14 
for m aintenance of a m ineral 
springs spa and an Indian tra d ­ 
ing post and m useum , and (3) 
portions of Sections 12 and 18

and developm ent as a m unicipal 
airport for th e 
city of

Springs and as an aid to national

Details of the will of Romalda 
Lugo Taylor, pioneer Indian resi­ 
dent of the Village for more than 
50 years, were unfolded yesterday 
in probate court. Riverside. 
The w o m a n , who was best 
known for her activities in In ­ 
dian affairs, died after a linger­ 
ing illness June 14 at the Com­ 
munity hospital where she had 
been confined for nearly nine 
months. 


ACCORDING to the terms of 
her will, dated December 5, 1948. 
a "Spendthrift Trust" fund was 
set up for the heirs benefitting 
by the will. Mrs. Taylor’s real 
estate holdings were evaluated 
at $100.000 with improvements 
set at $80.000 and an annual in ­ 
come of $3600. 
Councilman Wally Waring and 
his wife. Virginia, were named as 
executors of the will and trust. 
First provision in the will was 
that "just debts and funeral ex ­ 
penses were first to be paid out 
of the estate." 


PRINCIPAL POINT of interest 
is the fact that Mrs. Taylor's only 
living child, a daughter. Lorene 
Williams, was to receive one 
dollar under the provisions of 
the will. The remainder of the 
estate was to be equally dis­ 
tributed among the following: 
Gloria Welmas. granddaughter; 
Leon Joseph W elmas and Ray­ 
mond Welmas. grandsons; and 
Frances Rose Pablo, a niece, all 
of Palm Springs. 
The remainder of the estate 
w as placed in the care of the 
Title and Trust company of Los 
Angeles, under the direction of 
Attorney Oliver Clark, as trustee 
"for the use and benefit of the 
three grandchildren and others 
named in the will.

End Confusion 


On How to Vote 


On Regulation 


Things were getting straigh­ 
tened out in the county today 
over the proper method of regist­ 
ering an opinion on unregulated 
industry at the July 26 election. 
Confusion arose last w e e k 
when it was first announced 
that the Issue would he repeal 
of the unregulated zone bill pass­ 
ed by Supervisors Ed HUI, Will­ 
iam Slape and William Jones 
over the objections of Supervis­ 
ors Floyd Gilmore. James Easley 
and the county planning comm­ 
ission. 
IN THE EVENT Ihose opposing 
the dumping in the county of any 
industry barred elsewhere would 
have had to vole "yes." Desert 
Associates, fighting to protect 
the desert area advocated a 
"yes" vote in their first adver­ 
tisements. 
I 
But County Clerk G. A. Pequ- 
: gnat, after conferring with Cou­ 
nty Councel Earl Redwine and 
other legal authorities, declared 
later that the wording would 
have to be: "Shall Ordinance 
348-A, an ordinance amending 
Ordinance 348. the Riverside oou- 
ntv zoning ordinance, he adop­ 
ted?" 
THAT JUST REVERSED the 
situation. To protect the desert 
and prevent unregulated indus­ 
try from despoiling it, a "no" 
vole is needed while a “yes" 
vote would allow any industry 
to move in no matter what obje­ 
ctions were raised by the dam­ 
aged parties. 
L. C. Lewis, president of Des­ 
ert Associates, believes the new 
ruling is really better. 
"We are against removal of all 
regulations or rontrol. We say 
“No" to that and so a “no" vote 
seems logical.”

trols lo prevent air and water 
pollution. 
"An unregulated and uncon­ 
trolled zone may became the 
dumping ground for all undesir­ 
able industries which do not wish 
to submit to regulations and 
c o n t r o l s established in other 
counties,” he charged. 
HE QUESTIONED the motives 
behind Guiberson's insistence on 
an uncontrolled zone when he 
could proceed under control if 
he so desired. 
Since the Guiberson interests 
saw fit to duck the issue, the 
Associates secretary s a i d , he 
would present some of their ar­ 
guments. The chief point they 
make, he pointed out, was that 
Guiberson had vested rights in 
the area and could use them as 
he pleased. 
"A man who owns a revolver 
has a vested right in that weapon 
hut he hasn't a vested right to i 
use it as he pleases,” Harper 
said. 
EARL COFFMAN, co-owner of 
the Desert Inn and a director of 
thp Desert Associates answered 
another of the Guiberson argu­ 
ments in which they emphasized 
the pay-roll and tax angle by 
pointing out that the combined 
resort interests of Palm Springs 
alone supported a payroll and 
built up taxable wealth many 
times that which would accrue 
from the cement mill and that 
when the entire desert is con­ 
sidered with its vast agricultural 
potentialities, the comparison is 
even more detrimental to Gui- 
berson. 
Coffman said he took the atti­ 
tude of Supervisors William Sla 
lude of Cupervisors William 
Slape. William Jones and Ed I 
Hill, who are putting Guiberson's 
interests ahead of those of the 
desert, as a personal challenge. 
CITING THAT he had had 
dealings with boards of super­ 
visors in thp county for 40 years, 
he declared that the present 
board hil a new low. 
"If the referendum does not 
carry because of the absence of 
so many of our people due to the 
time of the election—practically 
midsummer—we are not through 
fighting. VVe have other recourses 
under the law," he said. 
Lewis decried the lack of in­ 
formation— and the misinforma­ 
tion—prevalent on the issues at 
stake. He promised a vigorous 
program of education between 
now and election time. 
H A R P E R, IN CLOSING the 
meeting, declared that the pres­ 
ent board of supervisors, spear­ 
headed by Slape, wsa out to re 
peal all zoning laws and lift all 
controls, saying that it will make 
Riverside county the only one 
open lo anything in the south­ 
land. 
"It is a sad day for the county 
when people cannot organize to 
protest infringements of their 
rights,” he added. "I could talk 
all night about what I feel to 
he corrupt county government to­ 
day." 
The w o r d i n g of the ballot 
proposition July 26 was ex­ 
plained. It provides: 
"Shall ordinance 348-A. an 
amendment to county ordinanco 
348, the county zoning ordinance, 
be adopted?” 
"That needs a resounding NO" 
I Lewis reminded his listeners.

it "involves costs to the Federal 
governm ent of upw ard of $19 
billions. . . . The com putation is 
sim ple arithm etic th a t anyone 
can determ ine.’ 
W allace called for a com plete

on 
th e basis th at "if our represen­ 
tatives in W ashington have done 
or are doing anything unlaw ful 
or unethical, we are as interested 
as are you in having the situ a ­ 
tion corrected." The charges a l­ 
w ays 
have 
been 
generalized 
w ithout m entioning any persons 
involved. W allace said, th u s re­ 
flecting discredit on those ac­ 
tively engaged in the real estate 
business although possibly in ­ 
tended to apply to persons only 
distantly concerned in realty op­ 
eration.
